A DAY FIXED 
For Taking the Final 
Tariff Bill. 

Washington, January 5.—The power of the 
committee on rules was invoked today to 
break down the destruction in the path of 
the tariff bill. An iron-clad order was 
brought in setting out the programme for 
the tariff debate and fixing January 25th 
as the day for the taking of the final vote. 
This resulted only in side-tracking Mr. 
Boutelle and his resolution, as when the 
vote came to be taken on the adoption, of 
the order, the dem, -rats lacked 9 votes of 
a quorum 

At least twenty democrats at the capitol 

each absented themselves from the hall, 
or refused to answer to their names when 
ealled. For four hours the democratic lead- 
ers tried with roll call after roll call to 
bring their men in line, but instead of gain- 
ing, they lost votes on each successive roll 
call. 
The populists, with the exception of Bell, 
of Colorado, also declined to aid the deino- 
crats to get the tariff bill before the house, 
giving ag the reason for their action the 
short limit it was proposed to set on the 
debate. Their votes would have made up a 
quorum. 

Today’s proceedings are, therefore, of ad- 
ditional importance as making the first time 
in the history of either branch of congress 
since the organization of the third party, 
that its members have held the balance of 

wer. 

Immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal the row began. Mr. Boutelle, 
of Maine, was on his feet 
clamoring for recognition to call up 
his Hawaiian resolution, but the speaker 
recognized Mr. Catchings, from the com- 
mittee on rules, to prevent the special or- 
der adopted just before the house con%ened. 

Mr. Boutelle loudly insisted upon knowing 
what had become of his privileged resolu- 
tion, which had been called up yesterday. 
The speaker replied rather sharply that 
yesterday’s ptoceedings had fallen with 
the adjournment, and that the report call- 
ed up from the committee on rules was a 
matter of the highest privilege. 

Mr. Burrows, amid great confusion, re- 
served all points of order, and when Mr.

HOWARD IN A CELL. 


Lady Members of His Flock Welcome 
Him to the Jail. 


LACE CURTAINS HIDE THE BARS 


Guards Watched Him Closely All 
Through the Night. 


NO PRIVACY EVEN FOR PRAYER 


His Wife Is Faithful to the Last—The 
Four Coached Witnesses Are Held 
in the Same Cell. 


Jackson, ‘Tenn., January 6.—(6pecial.)— 
Court convened at half past 7 o’clock this 
morning to further consider the prelimina- 
ries to all bills of exceptions In the Howard 
case, sentence having been passed upon 
him last night. There was little change in 
the appearance of the defendant. He spent 
the night in restless tossing in the private 
chamber of Judge Hammond and was at 
times very irritable with the guards in at- 
tendance. Dr. Howard thoroughly appre- 
Clated the remarks of the attorney gen- 
eral when he objected to his being allowed 
in the. chambers, on the ground that in 
the eye of the law the deputy marshals 
have no right to restrain him and if they 
did would be guilty of trespass. 

it was expected that he would take ad- 
vantage of the ‘“‘pointer’’ given h’m. He 
only asked that the door between his 
room and that of his guards be closed while 
he bowed in prayer. ‘The windows to his 
room were not high from the ground and 
this simple request was refused, and» the 
sensitive prisoner said that he had as soon 
be in jail as to be thus closely guarded. 

United States Marshal Mason said: “‘Well, 
if you prefer it we can give you a cell,” 

Not His First Tight Squeeze. 

The defendant immediately weakened and 
grew quite good natured. He had disrobed 
himself, but during this discussion the pris- 
oner had _ redressed himself and quickly 
drifted into a hilarious and somewhat non- 
chalant state of mind. Addressing himself 
to the guard, he said: “Ah, my boy, this 
is a pretty close place, but I have been in 
a tighter box than this and got out all 
right.” He then went into a discussion 
of the trial and of the witnesses. The 
only man that he seemed to have any ani- 
mosity toward is the young man, Brown, 
who was William Lord Moore’s clerk in 
London. This witness was really the straw 
that broke the defendant’s back. After this 
Howard rhage ma tossed upon his narrow 
couch the livetong night. 

Off to Jail. 

When the preliminaries were over this 
moruing and it was evident that the prison- 
er would have to go to jail, he coolly lit ~ 
cigarette and the plew@are of hiv 
keeper. Mrs. Howard, with the wifely de- 
votion which has characterized her through- 
out the trial, applied to Sheriff Brooks 
early this morning to know if she and her 
lady friends could prepare a cell for the 
reception of her husband, and on being in- 
formed that they could, immediately went 
to work upon the task. An elegant Brus- 
sels carpet was put upon the floor, elegant 
lace eurtains were draped over the windows 
to hide the restraining bar. A comfortable 
chair bes*de a table laden with choice lit- 
erature was provided and was in readiness 
for the arrival of the distinguished prisoner. 
Before the marshal was ready to start 
for the jail with the prisoner, Mr. T. G. 
Hughes, a brother of Mrs. Howard, asked if 
he could furnish a closed hack for the corn- 
veyance of the prisoner- to his quarters 
and Marshal Mason graciously permitted 
him to do so. Mr. Hughes, an officer and 
the prisoner were driven rapidly to the 
jail on South Liberty street. Arriving in 
the entrance to the courtyard, Dr. Howard 
looked around, and seeing not a@ very iarge 
crowd, said: ‘“‘I expected that there wouid 
be a large number of persons here to meet 
me.’’ It was explained that the early hour 
and the failure to announce the particular 
hour that he would arrive was the cause 
of the small attendance at his ‘‘reception.”’ 
But there were many inside the jail to 
receive him. The lady members of the 
Central Baptist church who, as he said, 
were “‘not among the suinmer friends who 
pull away when the wintry wind 
of adversity came,’’ were there, and in 
loving reverence received him in the hall. 
4he doctor was dressed in a conventional, 
clerical cloth, white tie dotted with a drop 
of gold, immaculate shirt front and a silk 
hat. 

He Smokes Cigarettes. 

The cool criminal lit a cigarette and when 
he reached the floor above shoved his beav- 
er back from his brows and asked: 

‘Where shall I register and what is the 
number of my room?” 

With the remark came all the contempt 
and sarcasm that the man could possibly 
control. He was assigned to the cell recent- 
ly occupied by Colonel H. Clay King, the 
eminent jurist who murdered David Poston 
in Memphis last year, and who now lan- 
guishes‘in the Tennessee penitentiary. 

Atthe cell door the old bravado departed 
and all the nerve and courage of the 
man was gone. With an air of desperation 
Howard took his seat in the solitary chair 
of his cage. 

Sheriff Brooks was _ interviewed this 
afternoon and he said “that 
the ‘lady members of the doctor’s church 
would be allowed to furnish him all the 
comforts that they might desire, but that 
he had informed him that unless they did 
he would have to take jail fare. 

The matter of bond will not be settled 
until the bill of exceptions is prepared and 
the court will meet on January 22d to con- 
sider that measure. The bond will likely 
be above $20,000 and it is very doubtful if 
it can be given. ' 

The four coached witnesses, Brockway, 
Smith, Healy and Gleason, will not be 
heard on the petition for writ of habeas 
corpus until some time in February, and 
in the meantime they and the man who 
so miserably duped them will remain in 
jail. It is said that the reason these men 
remained so long after their testimony was 
given was because they could not get a 
“settlement with the doctor.’’ The govern- 
ment has summoned witnesses from New 
York who will appear against the perjurers 
and they evidently have a hrad road to 
travel. , 


MRS. DINAN ON THE STAND. 


She Repeats the Story of the White 
Hiorse—A New Witness. 
Chicago, January 5.—Mrs. Dinan, widow 
of Liveryman Pat Dinan, told the jury in 
the Coughlin case today the oft-repeated 
story of the white horse, which is alleged to 
have taken Dr. Cronin to his death. Mrs. 
Dinan was excused. Mrs. Hortch, the new 
witness for the prosecution, was called. 
Juuge Wing, of the defense, obje¢ted to her 
tes..mony on the ground that he had not 
been properly notified that she was to be a 

witness.

YESTERDAY'S HANGINGS. 


Phil Evans ‘Executed at Bardstown. 
Execution of Martin Reed. 


Bardstown, Ky., January 5.—Phil Evans 
was hanged here today. The drop fell at 
12:55 o’ciock and Evans was dead in nine 
minutes. Evans made a confession just be- 
fore going on the scaffold, admitting his 
guilt, but said he never would have com- 
mitte¢?the deed if he had not been drunk. 

The crime for which he was hanged was 
committed en the night of October 15, 1893, 


town. Samuels, colored, and Hall, white, 
were drunk together. Evans agreed to take 
Hall home, but instead put him in a straw 
pile, where he fell asleep. Evans then went 
to Hall’s house and demanded admittance. 
Hall’s wife refused. He tried to break in, 
when Mrs. Ha!l’s twelve-year-old daughter 
ran out. Evans caught her and dragged 
her to an outhouse and brutally assaulted 
her. His trial was hel@ under military 
guard, so strong was the feeling against 
him. : 
Martin Reed’s Neck Broken. 

Kansas City, Mo., Jangary 5.—The execu- 
tion of Martin Reed ocotrred at 9:26 o’clock 
this morning. His neck Was broken and he 
was pronounced dead s@éven minutes after 
the drop fell. Nothing occurred today to 
interfere with the arrangements made for 
the hanging. Yesterday a Catholic priest 
administered the sacrement of the Catholic 
church to Reed. He slept well last night 
ami breakfasted early this morning. 

At 9:15 o’c.ock the march to the scaffold 
began. When the galloWs. was reache¢é he 
was asked whether he had anything to say. 
He answered no, and maintained a calm 
appearance, while thé Anal arrangements 
for his death were made. The body was 
cut down seventeen minutes after the drop 
fell. 

On September 16, 1890, Reed returned home 
from his work, and in a fit of insane jeal- 
ousy fired three shots at his wife, who 
died soon afterward. Reed “hen turned the 
revolver on himself and fired ope shot, the 
bullet lodging near his “heart. He was for 
two weeks in a dangerous condition; but 
finally recovered. Reed has been twice con- 
victed. He is a gray-haired negro, sixty- 
five years of age. His wife was young sand 
eed was jealous of the ¥ttentions paid her 
by other men. He is the first colored man 
ever legal'y executed in this county. 

Killed His Father-in-Law. 

Wilmington, N. C., January 5.—Dan Gil- 
christ, negro, was hanged at eRockingham 
today for the brutal murder of his father- 
in-law, Frank McKay, February 9, 1893. 
Gilchrist waylaid him on a lonely road at 
night and kiiled Nim with an ax. The exe- 
cution was private, only.ten persons being 
allowed to witness it. He declared himself 
innocent of the crime to the last.

RECEIVERS GET IT. 
The Company's Earnings Fell Off and 
It Could Not Be Reorganized. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 5,—(Special.)— 
The United Electric railway, for which a 
receiver was appointed at Cincinnati to- 
day, was formed some five or six yeats ago 
by the consolidation of all the Street rail- 
ways at that time in Nashville. It now 
has over sixty electric cars running on 
fifteen different routes and on between 


fifty and sixty miles of track. The Nash- 
ville Trust Company and Thomas W. 
Wrenne, president of the United Electric, 
are the receivers. The road earned $334, - 
000 last year, which is only $8,000 less than 
the year before. The net earnings the first 
half of the year were $109,000, but the past 
six months, owing to many people being 
out of work and a@ general financial strin- 
gency, travel fell off. 

The road was only able to pay operating 
expenses and the October interest. The 
January interest became due and suits were 
instituted by several holders of coupons, 


reorganization, but this required the con- 
sent of all bond and stockhoiders and many 
were not able to meet the assessment and 
all the propositions failed. The appoint- 
ment of a receiver being inevitable, it was 
thought best to protect the interest of all 
parties. It is understood that one of the 
conditions of the appointment of the Nash- 
ville Trust Company as one of the receiv- 
ers is that it will, on the order of the 
court, advance funds to pay the balance 
of the January interest, past- due taxes 
etc. The obligations of the company are 
all secured and none of the banks lose any- 
thing.

Sheriff Brakard Says It Shall Not Come 
"sO in His County. 


WILL SUMMON A POSSE TO AID HIM 


Anastasia Island Is Suggested as a 
Good Spot for the Mill. 


MITCHELL IS IN FINE CONDITION 


Charley Declares That He Wants to Get 
at Corbett, and Does Not Care 
W bere. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 5.—The Duval 
Athletic Club ran against another snag to- 
day in Sheriff Broward, of this county. The 
club has been claiming all along that des- 
pite Governor Mitchell's opposition, the 
fight would occur in Jacksonville, because 
the officials of the city and county would 
not interfere as long as the courts had not 
passed on the Florida law in regard to the 
prize fight. Sheriff Broward today in an 
interview with the Southern Associated 
Press correspondent declared that the club 
people are mistaken if they thought that he 
would stand quietly by and allow the fight 
to occur in Duval county. 

“I tell you,’”’ said the sheriff, “‘that the 
fight will not take place in Duval county 
if I can stop it, and I think I can get men 
enough te assist me in preventing it. I 
do not believe the men wanting the fight 
will attempt to have it when I tell them my 
intentions. I am not acting for friends or 
enemies in this matter, but officially under 
orders.”’ 

Sheriff Broward is noted for his firmness 
and bravery and no one doubts that he 
means to stop the fight. He is a man of 
wonderful nerve, and would not hesitate to 
show it in the discharge of his duty. He 
stood off a mob at the county jail a year 
ago, and it is well known that if the 
Athletic Club attempts to bring about the 
match publicly in this county in defiance of 
Sheriff Broward there will be trouble. The 
sheriff will use greater efforts to stop the 
fight than he probably otherwise would 
owing to the fact that Governor Mitchell 
is inimical to him, and would jump at any 
opportunity to remove him from office. The 
sheriff knows this and wants to hold his 
office and, therefore, is not likely to give 
the governor an opportunity to accuse him 
of failing to do his duty in the atter of 
stopping the fight. v 

In spite of all these things, however, the 
members of the club are talking as confi- 
dently as ever of their ability to bring the 
mrtch to a successful issue. They say that 
their lawyers tell them to go ahead, as the 
proposed fight will not violate any Florida 
Statute, and they say tbat they are going 
ahead. The managers say that work is 
being pushed on the arena, and that strong 
pressure is being brought to bear on the 
governor to cause him to let up in his op- 
position. It may. be true that the.club 
Managers have brought pressure to bear on 
the governor, but it would seem that noth- 
ing has been accomplished. 


The Governor Still Determined. 

Governor Mitchell is/as determined as 
ever, as the following telegram today to 
the Florida conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, in session at Palatka, 
shows: 

“Tallahassee, Fla., January 5.—Rev. J. C. 
Sale and TT. W. Tomkies, Committee: 
Please present to the conference my heart- 
feit thanks for the resolution passed by 
that body denouncing the brutal Corbett- 
Mitchell prize fight. I shall endeavor to 
do my duty in the premises. 

“H. L. MITCHELL, Governor of Florida.” 

It is needless to say that this telegram 
was heartily cheered by the ministers. 

Not Pushing the Work. 


The club people talk a good deal about 
pushing work on the arena, but the fact 
seems to be that they are simply'pbullding

May Fight ow Anastasia Island. 

It was reported today that the club 
would probably select Anastasia island, op- 
posite St. Augustine, where Mitchell is now 
training, as the seat of the contest. This 
island is in St. John’s county, and the 
amended articles of agreement provide 
that the contest shall occur in either St. 
John’s or Duval county. The belief that 
the club has Anastasia island in view as 
the place for the consummation of the con- 
test is strengthened by the fact that Judge 
M. R. Cooper, who presides over the judi- 
cial circtiit in which the island is located, 
has shown a disposition to defy Governor 
Mitchell’s wishes in regaré to the fight. 
In an interview, Judge Cooper is quoted 
as saying, “That should the club people 
decide to have the contest in this (St. 
John’s county), and should Governor Mitch- 
ell order me to take action, I should ask 
for information authorizing the same, - as 
at present I know of no law of the state 
prohibiting glove contests.”’ 

To the Southern Associated Press cor- 
respondent tonight Manager Bowden said 
that the club was preparing a statement 
for the public and in a few days it would 
be given to the press associations. 

Till this statement is ready he says he 
proposes to do no talking. 


Chariey Does Not Like It. 


Charley Mitchell is very angry vver the 
fact that several southern newspapers have 
accused him of showing the - “white 
feather’ in not signing the amended articles 
when first presented. The pugtlist asserts 
trat he is wildly anxious to meet Corbett, 
but, as he has a family, he does not pro- 
pose to violate the laws of the state and 
get himself in trouble.

THE TEXAS FRANCHISE TAX. 


A New Law Imposing a Special Tax 
on Every Corporation. 

Austin, Tex., January 5.—In 1893 the Texas 
state legislature passed an act providing for 
the collection of a special franchise tax 
from every corporation, foreign and domes 
tic, doing business in this state. The col- 
lection of the tax was not attempted in 1893 
on account of ¢he law not going into effect 
until August of that year. The secretary 
of state has, however, madé preparations 
for the collection for 1894, and will soon 
begin sending out the required notice. The 
following are the sections of the law relat- 
ing to the tax: 

“Section 5. That each and every private 
domestic corporation heretofore chartered 
or that may be hereafter chartered under 
the laws of this state, and each 
and every foreign corporation that 
has received or may hereafter re- 
ceive a permit to do business under 
the laws of this state, in this state, shall 
-pay to the secretary of state, annually, on 
or before the Ist day of May, a franchise 
tax of 310. Any such corporation which 
Shall fail to pay the tax provided for in this 
Section shall, because ot such failure, for- 
feit their charter. 

“Section 6. The secretary Of state shall, 
on or before the Ist day of March of each 
year, notify all corporations subject to the 
tax proviaed in the preceding section, and 
in thirty days after the Ist day of May of 
each year, shall publish a list of the char- 
ters forfeited for non-compliance with this 
act; provided, taat any corporation which 
Shall within sixty days after such publica- 
tion pay the tax and $5 additional thereto 
shall be relieved from forfeiture of its char- 
ter by reason of such failure; provided, fur- 
ther, that this, act shall not be construed 
to repeal any law prescribing fees ta be 


collected by the secretary of state. 


“Section 7. Corporations organized for the 
purpose of religious worship, or for holding 
places of burial, not for private profit, or 
for school purposes, or for purely public 
charity, are exempted from the tax im- 
posed by this act. 

“Section 8. All laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed.”

ASSASSINATED NEAR ANNISTON. 


Andrew, Martin Shot While Surround- 
ed by His Family. 

Anniston, Ala., January 5.—(Special.)—An- 
drew Martin, a prosperous farmer at Mid- 
dleton, twenty miles northwest of here, was 
shot and instantly killed last night by an 
unseen party. Martin was seated at his fire- 
side surrounded by his wife and children. 
The assassin fired both barrels of a double 
barreled shotgun through a window near 
the chamney. One hundred fine duck shot 
were lodged in: the victim’s face, neck and 
body. 

Frank Stovall, the murdered man’s broth- 
er-in-law, has been arrested, charged with 
the crime. Martin and Stovall had a fight 
ubout a year ago, and have been on bad 
terms ever since. 


Death of an Aged Lady. 

Albany, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)—Al- 
bany sustained the loss of one of its oldest 
inhabitants this morning at 9 o’clock in 
the death of Mrs. Cook, the wife of Ham- 
lin J. Cook. She was seventy-three years 
old. Her husband, who survives her, is 
in his eighty-first year. Besides him she 
leaves two sons, Samuel A. Cook, of Mill- 
edgeville, and Anson B. Cook, a distinguish- 
ed lawyer and literary light of St. Louis, 
Mo.

MAYOR SLADE’S °NEW COMMITTEES 


Columbus Is in Earnest About Getting an 
Appropriation tor the Improve- 
ment of the River. 


Columbus, Ga., Januhry 5.—(Special.)—Mr. 
G. Gunby Jordan, the general manager of 
the Georgia Midland and Gulf Railroa@ 
Company, has issued a circular to the bond- 
holders informing them that the company 
is ready to pay half of the January in- 
terest, but will issue short notes covering 
the remaining half. 

Under the deed of trust there cannot be 
a forfeiture until May, as the company is 
allowed four months in which to meet the 
interest. Mr. Jordan was seen last night 
by The Constitution’s correspondent. He 
does not anticipate any complaint from the 
bondholders, as the short notes will be 
promptly taken up on their maturity. 

There is no doubt but that Mr. Jordan will 
manipulate the matter satisfactorily. 

On to Washington. 

Columbus is thoroughly aroused and en- 
thused over the movement to secure a good 
appropriation for the improving of the 
Chattahoochee river. 

At Wednesday night’s meeting of the city 
council a resolution was offered by Alder- 
man Mitche!] that a committee of three 
representative citizens be appointed by the 
mayor to act with a committee of three to 
be appointed by the board of trade to go to 
Washington in behalf of an increased ap- 
propriation for improvements on the Chat- 
tahoochee river. Also, that council make 
an appropriation to defray expenses of said 
committee. 

Alderman McMichael stated that he had 
a resolution drawn bythe president of the 
board of trade, which was very similar, 
except the committee was to consist of but 
three citizens. He offered it as an amend- 
ment, which was accepted by Alderman 
Mitchell. 

Alderman McMichael also moved to make 
the appropriation for expenses $300. 

Aldérman Rankin said he seconded the 
resolution with pleasure. The river was 
the city’s most valuable commercial artery. 
With a moderate appropriation the river 
cou:d be made navigable all the year. 

Alderman Jones didn’t think the people of 
Columbus thoroughly appreciated the vdtue 
of the river. Columbus was at the head of 
navigation, and should take the initiative 
in securing an adequate apprapriation. He 
heartily seconded the resolution. It was 
then unanimouSly adopted. 

The mayor was authorized to appoint the 
committee at his leisure. 

Another Good Move. 

Alderman Jones Had a resolution which, 
he said, was supplemental to the one just 
adopted. It was, in effect, that the cities 
and towns adjacent to the river be invited 
to co-operate with Columbus in working to 
secure the appropriation necessary, and 
proposed an organization looking to the 
preparation of a memorial to congress, and 
to a meeting to appoint special committees 
to visit Washington in the ‘nterest cf the 
appropriation. 

This reso‘ution was also adopted.

Pays Expenses. 


HOUSTON COUNTY'S GREAT MYSTERY

Macon, Ga., January. 5.—(Special.)—As so 
many street railroads over the country are 
getting into legal trouble and financial 
embarrassments, it is pleasant to refer to 
one company, at least, that is not in the 
courts and is paying a handsome dividend, 
er interest on ‘the :nvestment.

To Rebuild the Old Capitol. 

As the people of Georgia know the old 
capitol at Milledgeville was occupied by 
the Middle Georgia Military and Agri- 
curtural college at the time of its destruc- 
tion by fire last Tuesday. There was an 
insurance of $20,000 on the building, There 
is a strong sentiment in Macon that this 
money should be applied to the rebuilding 
of the structure, so it can be continued 
to be used by the college. The insurance 
companies have not yet decided whether 
| they will pay the cash money to the state 
or expend it in replacing the building as it 
was before the fire. If the state proposes 
to keep the money and not reconstruct the 
building, then many hope that the insur- 
ance companies will not pay the money to 
the state, but replace the building. If the 
corapanies pay the money into the state 
treasury, it is hoped that the next legisia- 
ture will appropriate the amount to rebuild 
the structure. It is estimated that the re- 
mains of the old capitol not hurt by the 
fire are worth at least $50,000. The insur- 
ance money would replace the building in 
a handsome manner, with some modern 
improvements. A considerable part of the 
building was saved from the flames, and 
the state should preserve this, and this 
can be done by expending the insurance 
money in repairing the building. The col- 
lege has done a grand work ever since the 
day it was established. It has educated 
thousands of boys and girls who are mak- 
ing useful men and women.

fessor J. Sterling Morton’s pamphlet, as 
follows: 

I have read pretty carefully—portions of 
them aloud to my family—both of your ad- 
dresses at Chicago. I am a better judge of 
the first. one, but, so far as I am able to 
judge, both are as clear as a bell, sound as 
a nut and as lively as a play. 

The Sun seems to think that Professor 
Perry’s “greatest sentence in modern 
political economy, ‘a market for pro- 
ducts is products in the market,’” does 
not surpass in profundity Professor 
Daniel Pratt’s great thought: “An appe- 
tite for dinner is dinner for the appe- 
tite.” The Sun also thinks that the in- 
ter-play of compliments between these 
two remarkable professors justifies anew 
the beauty and simplicity of the North 
American adage—“biz is biz.” 

While all this is true—sadly true, if 
there is a disposition to take a melan- 
choly view of matters and things—The 
Sun drops into the professorial way of 
discussing another question almost as 
interesting as Professor J. Sterling Mor- 
ton’s celebrated pamphlet. Otr contem- 
porary says: 

Whether a man has a family or not, or 
people dependent on him or not, the govern- 
ment will get nothing out of him by an in- 
come tax if he has no income. 

True enough. But who proposes to 
get an income tax out of a man who has 
no income? A man has to pay some sort 
of tax, whether he has an income or not. 
The democratic policy is to make those 
pay most who are able to pay best. That 
is the application of the doctrine of 
equality. The man who can contribute 
to the revenues of the government and 
never miss his contribution is the man 
to tax. 

The principle of the measure framed 
by the ways and means committee is 
right, and that is the main thing to be 
considered just now. 

We believe The Sun or some other 
newspaper objects to the income tax 
because it is a war tax. This is an 
argument in its favor as far as it goes, 


for it is to be levied to meet expenditures 


that have grown out of the war. If 
there were no war debt and no pension 
list there would be a large surplus in- 
stead of a deficit in the treasury. 

Everything traces back to the war. 
Our excise system is a War measure. 
And, speaking of the excise system, we 
should like to ask those who oppose un 
income tax because it is inquisitorial 
whether it is right to raid the domicile 
of an excise offender and perhaps drag 
him off to jail, and wrong to visit the 
office of a wealthy individual and ask 
him a few civil questions about the ex- 
tent of his income? 

We do not ask this question idly. We 
should be glad to have an answer to it, 
in order that the people may know 
whether the caste and class idea, based 
on money, has taken possession of some 
of the editorial brethren. Is a poor man 
to be taxed for making his corn and his 
fruit (for which there is no market) into 
spirits, while a rich individual with a 
big income is permitted to escape taxa- 
tion? 

These are very serious questions They 
go to the bottom of the whole business, 
and the bottom of the whole business 
rests on the rock of democratic justice 
and equality.

EDIT ORIAL COMMENT, 


They that suffer from hiccough, and there. 
are cases of death from this cause, may be 
pleased at learning just what the precise 
mature of hiccough is: “The hiccough is 
the result of a sudden, spasmodic contrac- 
tion of the diaphragm, causing a jar of the 
wall of the abdomen and thorax,accompa- 
nied by a sharp, inarticulate sound, produc- 
ed by the tightening and sonorous vibration 
of the edges of the glotis.” 


The anarchist, Franch, who has just been 
arrested in Spain, is a typical] fanatic.

Of those arrested 16,224 were 
laborers, 3,072 clerks, 175 merchants, 160 
lawyers and 113 were musicians.

Mr. Bell, the present lessee of the hotel, 
would say nothing more on the subject than 
to confirm the rumor, when a reporter 
went to him yesterday; but it is Known 
that Mr. Bell realized how greatly the 
travel to Atlanta would be increased by 
the exposition, and that he lost no time in 
giving the order for the increased room. 
He expects a full capacity of the hotel, 
whose business, by the way, is increasing 
all the time—to be tested when the ex- 
position is on, and for a good many months 
before when the city will unquestionably 
oe filled with people from out of town 
brought here on business with the exposi- 
tion and Kindred enterprises. 

This is a long step forward, and a most 
important one. It is one also that can be 
accredited to the exposition.

The idea is Spreading. 

The exposition idea is spreading. Not 
only are its effects felt everywhere through- 
out Georgia but from surrounding states 
come reports of the same interest being 
manifested in it. 

Mr. C. G. Wilson, a prominent business 
man of Memphis, was at the Kimball yes- 
terday afternoon talking politics and expo- 
sition.

AB WAS GOING WEST 


John Thomasson Kidnaps His Two Child- 
ren from the Home of the Friendless. 


A LIVELY SCENE INA STREET GAR 


He Refuses to Accompany the Officers and 
Yells atithe Top of His Voice—The 
Children Sent Back. 


A little red car from East Lake was the 
scene of a turbulent conflict between two 
policemen and a drunken father, who had 
stolen his two small children from the 
Home for the Friendless, and was hurrying 
with them to the depot to take a train for 
the west yesterday afternoon. 

The officers came off victorious, returning 
the children to the home, and placing their 
father in the police station, where he now 
languishes. The scene, while it lasted, was 
an exceedingly noisy one, and attracted 
the inevitable crowd. The foiled parent 
shouted aloud at the top of his voice, and 
resisted the efforts of the officers to arrest 
him and take the children. The little 
children shrunk away affrighted, and watch- 
ed the struggle. 

The man was John Thomasson, and his 
wife and two children have been in the 
Home for the Friendless for two months. 
The ladies of the home say that Thomas- 
son will not support them, and his wife 
is practically an invalid, and cannot sup- 
port herself and children. She has been 
in the hospital at the home almost since 
she was sent there. 

The two children are both boys, and 
are agced seven and five years. Their 
names are Willie and Walter, and the form- 
er, who is the oldest, is quite a bright litile 
fellow. He has received excellent training, 
and talks with intelligence. 

Yesterday their father called tg see them. 
He was drinking, and talked to them out- 
side on the front veranda. His wife sat 
with them for a short time, but, fearing 
that the damp atmosphere wou'd have a 
bad effect upon her delicate state of health, 
she went insi-le, leaving Thomasson talking 
with the children. 

He told her goodby before she lel. him, 
and said that he was going to leave for 
the west on an afternoon train. He declared 
his intention to lead a better life, and 
said hile would come ,back. After Mrs. 
Thomasson left the children and returned 
to the inside of the home, Mrs. Santley, 
the matron, asked if it was not a bad idea 
to leave the children with their father 
alone. 

“No,” she said, “John is going off, and 
he only wanted to tell us goodby.”’ 

A few minutes later Mrs. Santlev looked 
out upon the front veranda and tu.ere was 
no one in sight. The father and his two 
children nad suddenly vanished. She ran 
out and, looking about her, failed to see them 
anywhere. She ran to her telephone and 
sent a message to police headquarters. 

Officers Ivy and Smith were sent out 
after Thomasson and the two children. 
The officers hurried out to the vicinity of 
the home, but nowhere could they find 
a trace of the runaways. They came back 
to the city and waited for the incoming 
car on the Atlanta City Street Railway 
Company’s line. 

Thomasson and the two children were on 
the car,. bound for the union depot. The 
officers stopped it, and, going inside, made 
their mission known to Thomasson. He 
jumped up and refused to go with them. 
Then quite a spirited scene followed, in 
which the officers came off victors. Thomas- 
son yelled loudly all the time, attracting a 
great crowd. 

The father and two children were car- 
ried to police headquarters, and the former 
was locked up on a charge of drunk and 
disorderly conduct. 

Chief Connolly had the two children re- 
turned to the home. They were very much 
frightened over what had happened, and 
were glad to get back to the home. The 
eldest told in a very intelligent way how 
they were taken away: 

“Papa,” said he, “had a great big, stick, 
and he said he’d kill us with it if we didn’t 
ge¢ with him. He said he was going to 
take us off to a new home at our uncle’s.” 

The affair created quite a stir at *he 
home. The youngsters are very popular at 
the home, and their little comrades waited 
for the outcome of the case with great 
anxiety. 

Officer Smifh says a case of kidnaping 
may be entered against Thomasson.

The Detectives Run in a Band of 
Thieves Yesterday. 


A NEGRO HURT BY A STREET CAR 


He Was Thought to Be Fatally Injured, 
and a Case Was Made Against the 
Motorman—Other Police Items. 


Three negroes arrested by the detectives 
yesterday seem to comprise part of an or- 
ganized gang of thieves and tha-kKeeper of 
a fence for robbers. 

James Dabb, an old negro shoemaker, 
with a place on Wheat street, is said by the 
detectives to be the keeper of a fence and @ 
resort for thieves. Yesterday they recov- 
ered a variety of stolen goods by searching 
his premises, and the officers think there’s 
more to find. 

Will Woods and Jim Brown are unde~ ar- 
rest charged with stealing goods found in 
Dabb’s place. The arrests were caused by 
the theft of a number of watches from an 
auction house on Decatur street. The two 
last named negroes were suspected and 
were traced to Dabb’s place. The house 
Was searched, and not only one of the 
watches, but a quantity of other articles 
weré found. Several pairs of shoes, quite a 
quantity of tobacco and snuff and some ar- 
ticles of dry goods were found. Later the 
detectives recovered two other watches. 
They believe that the robberies were com-~ 
mitted by an organized gang and that there 
are other fences to be discovered. 


E. W. Jackson, the typewriter man, was 
sent to jail yesterday afternoon. It new 
seems that he is to be connected with the 
Dalton transaction by direct evidence. He 
was identified by two gentlemen from Dal- 
ton yesterday. They say he is the same 
man that was in Dalton about a month ago 
with an ambitious scheme to start @ whole- 
sale grocery business. 

If it is proven that Jackson is ‘the Dal- 
ton man the evidence of the typewriter 
dealers will be complete, as it connects him 
with fraudulently obtaining typewriters. 
It now seems likely that Jackson will not 
be prosecuted on the charges made by the, 
typewriter firm, but will be tried by the 
government for using the mails for fraud- 
ulent purposes. The case has already been 
called to the attention of Postoffice Inspec- 
tor Whitesides, of Chattanooga. 


Mrs. Bishop Nelson was the victim of a 
bold highway robbery yesterday afternoon 
about 5 o’clock. She was walking down 
Peachtree street on her way home, and 
when near Pine street, a young negro man 
who was standing on the curbing, leaning 
idly egainst a telegraph pole, leaped out 
and snatched her purse from her hand. lt 
contained about $15 in bills and some private 
papers. The robbery was reported to the 
detectives. The description of the robber 
tallies with the description given of the 
perpetrator of several other robberies of a 
similar nature. 


Solomon Warren, a negro,\drayman, was 
given a shaking up by an electric car yes- 
terday morning which he will remember 
for many a day if he recovers from his in- 
juries. 

Warren was knocked from his dray by 
an Edgewood avenue car, near where Court- 
land street crosses, and he was so badly 
wounded that a week at least will elapse 
before he will be able to get around. There 
are several statements as to how the accli- 
dent occurred. Several atate that rapid 
running caused the collision, and the street 
car people claim that it was reckless driv- 
ing on the part of the negro. 

Motorman Boswell says that he first saw 

arren while the latter was driving down 
Edgewood avenue behind a milk wagon. 


‘When the car was about twenty-five yards 


from him, Warren turned to drive around 
the milk wagon, leaving it between his 
wagon and the curb. He had to cross the 
track to do this, and just as he reached 
the track the car struck his wagon. He 
was hurled through the air, and struck an 
awning post. The force was so greit that 
he knocked the post down and the awning 
came tumbling down after it. Warren was 
picked up insensible. He was carried ‘to his 
home on Butler street, near the corner of 
Baker. It was at first thought that he 
was fatally injured. 

A case was made against Motorman Bos- 
well for reckless running. It was set for 
trial next Friday. Several of the witnesses 
say that the negro was careless in attempt- 
ing to cross the track with the car so close 
behind him. 


STATE SCHOOL MATTERS. 


The Commissioner Has a Birthday and 
Does a Lot of Work. 

This will be an important day in schooi 
affairs throughout the state. The examina- 
tions of teachers will be held in all counties 
of the state and in two there will also be 
elections of county school commissioners. 
These are Jefferson and Dotglas. In Jef- 
ferson county a vancancy occurs in the 
resignation of Rev. Dr. Phillips, the oldest 
county school commissioner in Georgia. 
Dr. Phillips has been in office ever since 
the public school system was inaugurated 
in this state. He is a Presbyterian minis- 
ter and,a very prominent man in his coun- 
ty, but his advancing vears have made it 
necessary for him to resign the position 
which he has held so ably. 

Under the new law the office of the coun- 
ty school commissioner is a most important 
one. The method of,election of this officer 
is right interesting.. Every applicant is 
‘required to stand an examination upon 
questions furnished by the state school 
commissioner. The examination is held by 
the chairman of the county board and of 
those applicants for the position who pass 
creditable examinations the board votes 
upon, the majority, of course, deciding the 
election. It is not the one who passes the 
highest examination, but all who pass are 
Uligible as candidates before the board. 

Yesterday was Commissioner Bradwell’s 
birthday and a busy day it was. He has 
just made a very important ruling, and 
one which will be of interest to the entire 
State, and especially to the larger cities. 
This is that applicants for teachers’ licenses 
must be examined in counties in which they 
are to teach. 

‘When I came into office,” said the com- 
missioner, “I found that here in Fulton 
county there were four or five hundred 
applicants, whites and colored many of 
them from the colleges here, who Stood an 
examination in Fulton county because it 
was more convenient and for other reasons 
perhaps. I found that they were each 
charged a dollar for the privileges of stand- 
ing examinations and that i stopped ver 
quickly. The county authorities complained 
that it was unjust for them to be loaded 
down with so many applicants and I riled 
that only those who expected to teach in 
county or who were residents thereof could 
be examined in that county. I[ have found 
that a good many people claim residenc 
in Fulton county who had no right to do a0, 
and so I go a step farther and hold thai 
they must be examined in counties whan 
they expect to teach; and I have also cau- 
tioned the school authorities to be careful 
to look into the moral Character of ‘th, 
applicants so that no bad people be giv 4 
licenses. That can be watched more slcnare 
where applicants are examined only where 


_ they are expected to teach. 


Will the Famous Glenn Railroad Tax 
Law Stand? 


‘1T18 UP BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT 


Other Railroad News Gathered Here and 
There from Local Offices and Offices 
Abroad—Gossip at Home 


Will the county tax on railroads stand? 

The eation is pertinent jurt at this 
period by reason of the fact that «he much 
debated issue is to come up before the 8u- 
preme courtiof the United States within the 
next day or Tyo. 

Attorney General, Joe Terrell left yes- 


tion before the high court and the decision 
will be the most important ever handed 
down by the United States supreme court 
bearing upon the common interests of Geor- 
\ gia. 

It is no little issue. The famous Glenn 
bill, passed by the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia several years ago, 
has been a cause for much wrangling and 
bickering between the state officials and 
the railroads in Georgia ever since it be- 
came a law. The constitutionality of the 
law was questioned and the proper test 
brought to. bear upon the point involved 
by the Columbus Southern, which was the 
first railroad to bring suit. 

The railroad refused outright to pay the 
thx and then the comptroller general took 
steps to collect it. This brought on the 
war and there has never since then been 
any holding up. 

There are as many complications to the 
question as there could possibly be, and 
the courts have been puzzling themselves 
over the case of the Columbus Southern 
since it was brought to their considera- 
tion. é t 

The supreme court of Georgia, without 
going into the details of the measure, de- 
cided that the law was sound, and that 
the county tax could rightfully be as- 
sessed. 

The case hung before the supreme court 
of this state a long time before this opin- 
ion was given, and as soon as it was made 
known the railroad authorities took the 
case to the supreme court of the United 
States. It has been lying there for more 
than a year and has finally tome up for 
consideration. This will be the final dispo- 
sition of the great issue in Georgia and 
will be the most significant judgment 
Georgia has ever asked of the supreme 
court. 

It means thousands of dollars to Georgia 
if the law stands. 

If it be declared of no effect then the 
state will be a great loser. 

Many of the roads in Georgia have never 
pald their county taxes since the law was 
put on the statute books, preferring to 
await the final decision of the courts in 
this case of the Columbus Southern. 

One of the great complications of the 
law grows out of the fact that many roads 
in Georgia have the stipulation in their 
charters that they shall never be taxed 
by the state more than a specified amount 
named in the charters themselves. Then-:if 
those railroads which have no such stipula- 
tions in their charters are tazsed the ques- 
tion is rf ‘sed if this is not discrimination, 
since the :aw and constitution plainly re- 
quire that all property shail be taxed alike 
and upon an equal basis. 

But, this is only a small part of the 
trouble. 

It will, doubtless, be a long and tedious 
argument before the supreme court of the 
United States and when it ts settled surely 
the decision w.jl be a most import@nt and 
interesting one. 


Fast Freights Ruled Out. 

All the fast freight lines operating out of 
Memphis have beén shut out by the rail- 
roads entering there and now are unable 
to handle any cotton from that center.

There is talk of a reduction in the price 
of coal throughout this section of the south.

The benefits are already being enjoyed 
by Cincinnati and other cities of the north-

Not.long ago the price of coal was run up 
higher than ever before out in the western 
cities, and it was done with a suddenness 
frightful to contempiate. But there seems 
to have been a turn in the tide, and the 
-rice now is reported as beimag lower in 
Cincinnati than it was ever kuown to be 
before. | 

ln fact,*the people are putting in a supply 
of coal in that city now to iast them all 
the winter. 

From such information as can be gleaned, 
this state of aftairs will obtain in Atlanta 
very s00n., 

Already there is no special complaint 
about the price of coal, but it is said that 
pricés will be greatly lowered within the 
next few days. 


This Affects Atlanta. 

Chicago and Ohio river lines, after a 
season of rate-cutting, have promised to 
get down to square dealing again, so far 
as the freight department of the associa- 
tion is concerned. For the past six 
months there has been more or less secret 
cutting. of rates, and about two months 
ago an open rate was made on a ‘xumber 
of articles. The principal reductions were 
on grain and grain products, packing house 
products and fertilizers from Chicago. As 
a result of the warfare that hui been 
waged against the tariffs, a general cut 
of about 20 per cent was made. 

The lines decided to begin the new year 
with honest records, and all promisec to 
swear off from rate-cutting for a year. 
Lite all other swear-offs, :t is not expected 
that every one will restrain from rate- 
cutting for the whole twelve months, but 
all very willingly went into an agreement 
to restore all reduced rates to tariff Jan- 
uary 15th. The ativanced rates will be as 
follows:

Fertilizers, per ton, from $1.80 to #2.

THE DECISION IN A NOTED CASE 


The Governor Refuses to Grant Liberty to 
the Man Who Killed His Wife andfy 
Her Paramour. 


T. P. Littlefield must serve out his life 
sentence in the Georgia penitentiary. 

The governor so decided yesterday when 
he issued an order refusing to grant the 
pardon which was 60 extensively prayed 


for. 

The case is, in many respects, a notable 
one. Littlefield was a hotel keeper and 
quite a prominent man in Jesup. He caught 
his wife and a man named McCall in a 
compromising .position and Killed them 
both. He was convicted of murder in 1891 
for the killing of his wife. 

The strongest possible effort has been 
made to secure Littlefield’s pardon. The 
case has been pending quite a long time 
and petitions and letters favoring the par- 
don have been sent to the governor from 
the officers of the court, the members of 
the jury, the county officers and a large 
number of the most prominent citizens of 
Jesup and vicinity. Judge Mershon, of 
Brunswick, and Judge Sims, of the same 
city, were the counsel for the application 
and they ‘were given several hearings by 
the governor. There was every feature of 
a very strong sentiment at Jesup and of 
that part of the state in favor of granting 
the pardon. Fs 

“It is the hardest case that has cgme be- 
fore me for decisign,’’ said the governor 
yesterday afternoon as he attachéd his of- 
ficial signature to the order segting forth 
his reasons for declining to interfere with 
the sentence of the court. | 

That order explains very f 
than anything else could 
reasons for refusing to grant the pardon. 
is as follows: 
The Governor’s Order. 

State of Georgia, Executive Department 
Atlanta, Ga., January 5, 1894—T. P. Little- 
field was convicted of murder at the Marci 
term, 1891,.Wayne superior court, fdr the 
homicide of Lizzie H. Littlefield, his wife. 

l am now asked to grant unconditional 
pardon to Littlefield for this offense against 
he law. 

As the application is unusually endorsed 
and strongly argued, I deem it proper to 
depart from the custom of this office and 

ive somewhat at length my reasons for 
refusing the application. 

founsei for Littlefield states his case as 
fcllows: 

“He suspected his wife of infidelity. Sus- 
pecting her, he watched, to confirm his 
suspicions, or rid himself of them. No- 
ticing her and’ Mr. McCall, whom he had 
previously regarded as his friend, under 
circumstances which suggested the possi- 
bility of an assignation; continuing his 
watch over her, fe waited in a convenient 
place; and, so Waiting and watching, he 
discovered the in adultery. Then, and 
rot till then, slayed them both—both 
the man and the woman. This is the 
reasonable substance of the record, and 
it stands nably and fairly stated.’’ 

hen proceeds to say: 

the facts stated in the record, I 
claim these to be but fair deductions: That 
the defendant watched to det2ct; that he 
lay in wait not to slay his wife and her 
paramour, or either, but to ascertain if his 
suspicions that she was an adulteress were 
true; that he did not know her guilt, but 
that he tried hard not to believe her guilty, 
and hesitated long to accept the fact, and 
that he was not prepared to realize it; and 
all his acts, the watching, the homicide 
and ail the acts connected with it, show 
that to be true; for I contend, and beg 
here to observe, that if he had known, and 
not simply suspected, her guilt, there was 
no occason for him to watch. If he had 
not fought hard to avoid accepting the 
fact of her guilt, he had been sooner con- 
vinced of it; and if murder for revenge, 
and not confirmation of suspicions, had 
been his prpose, it would have been ac- 
complished without waiting as the defend- 
ant did; and, in support of these conten- 
tions, I submit one intending to strike 
such a blow on premeditation strikes it at 
the first possible_ moment.” 

Upon the statement of the record, and the 
deductions therefrom, counsel builds an 
argument upon the equity and the law 
claimed for this case. This argument I 
shall not attempt to answer in an executive 
order. 

As the ground of my refusal is based upon 
the record as of file in this office, it is but 
fair to state the case in Littlefield’s own 
words, as follows: 

“Mr. Surrency and McCall and myself 
was all around at Surrency’s store, and 
McCall left me and Surrency and said he 
was going to the postoffite, and would be 
back in a minute or two. I suppose one- 
half hour after that I came around in the 
house and came up stairs and McCall was 
lying on a bed in No. 11, I think asleep. 
I did not bother him. I went down stairs 
and knocked around there till after supper. 
Mr. McCall got up and came down stairs 
and knocked around till after supper. 
A while after supper I came wp stairs, 
went in my room and went to bed. While 
I was lying there McCall came to the 
door and pushed it open, and came in and 
sat down on the foot of the bed and asked 
me to get up and come down, and 
noticed that he reached over me and was 
feeling of Mrs. Littlefield’s legs, and that 
made me suspicious of him. I got up 
then and put on my clothes and told Mrs. 
Littlefield I would go down 
the coffee ready for the train. When I 
came out I put-the night latch on, and the 
door lecked as I pulled it to. After lighting 
the lamps, I locked the door and started up 
stairs again, and when I got to the foot of 
the stairs MeCall was at my door trying 
to get in my room; the door being locked, 
he went out on the piazza; as he did, I 
went to the door myself and saw McCall 
outside trying to get in the window, but he 
did not succeed in getting in that time; and 
I saw him get up, and I stepped behind 
the door so that he would not see me. He 
came out and went to his room and stayed 
a short time and came back again. He 
went around to the same window and suc- 
ceeded in raising it, whether by himself 
or with Mrs. Littlefield’s help I do not know. 
When he went in I stepped along to the 
window, where I could see what was going 
on, and when I got to the window, Mrs. 
Littlefield was up, and she and McCall were 
Whispering togéther. I could not hear what 
was said. She unlocked the door and let 
him out; for what I do not know, but I 
Suppose to see where I was. He went 
down stairs and she remained at the door 
til’ he came back, and he came in the room 
and she locked the door, and went to the 
mantelpiece and turned down the light, 
and both of them went to bed. I watched 
till I saw him get on top of her. I thought 
I had stood it about long enough. I took 
and pushed the curtain to one side with my 
left hand and with my pistol in my right

Littlefield’s legs, as she lay, undressed, be- 
side her husband, the slaying would have 
been justifiable homicide, and the courts 
would have so held. If not, the present 
executive would have released him at once 
from the custody of the law. 

If Littlefield had gone further just at 
that moment and slain both McCall and 
Mrs. Littlefield in the sudden passion of the 
moment, I could recognize some resem- 
blance between his case and the 
authorities cited. When he de- 
liberately witnessed this bold ad- 
vance on the part of McCall, and quiet- 
ly observed the acceptaace on the part of 
his wife, he knew full well the infidelity 
of Mrs. Littlefield and no further evidence 
was needed to convince him that ‘her vir- 
tue was entirely gone. He did more; his 
failure to resist McCall was an absolute 
giving of his wife into McCall’s keeping. 

Littlefield did not need to watch to know 
anything further of the infidelity of his 
wife. He then knew her guilt and “there 
was no oceasion for him to watch.’ He 
declined to act, with full knowledge of 
his wife's infidelity. This, fact, in my opin- 
ion, was not more plainly established when 
he witnessed its full consummation in the 
final criminal act, than when he looked up- 


‘on the scene in his own room, on his own 


bed, and immediately in his own presence. 
Any violence done, either to McCall or to 
Mrs. Littlefield, after Littlefield left this 
scene and went about his, duties below 
Stairs, was without right or law on Little- 
field’s part. 

This case, under this view, is especially 
aggravated when we consider the number 
of steps subsequently taken, as appears by 
Littlefield’s own statement. When, after 
all these steps, Littlefield finally slew his 
wife, he was prompted, not by sudden pas- 
sion or desire of defense, but by malice 
and the desire for revenge. 

As the verdict of the jury was demanded 
by the evidence, and is fully sustained by 
the law, I decline to set aside the sentence 
of the court. W. J. NORTHEN,

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“TOLD IN A LETTER. 


The Police Get a Communication Telling 
of Frank Banks's Death. 


HE WAS SHOT IN THE HEAD 


The Negroes Say He Is Undoubtedly 
Dead~—The Detectives Make an In- 
vestigation, but Find Nothing. 


The police department is wrestling with 
@ genuine mystery. It came out of a very 
ordinary case, but as it grew it took unto 
itself all the elements of mystery and now 
the police are genuinely puzzled. 

Frank Banks, the missing quantity in 
the Saturday night shooting affray, which 
now promises to develop into a double trag- 
edy as well as a mystery, is at the bottom 
of the puzzle. The officers want him, 
and want him bad, but having numer- 
ous statements to the effect that 
he is dead, and as the circum- 
Stances are favorable to that view, they 
know not where to look. 

The shooting affray has been given in de- 
tail in The Constitution. Banks, the miss- 
ing negro, became involved in a difficulty 
with Will Howard at the colored clubrocms, 
on Forsyth street, and the two exchanged 
shots. One of the shots struck Hugh Mitch- 
ell, who was not a participant in the diffi- 
culty, and he will most likeiy die from the 
effects of the shot. Banks and Howard es- 
caped, but Howard gave himself up the 
next morning and is now out on bond. 
Banks has never been seen by the police. 

Tuesday rumors reached the police that 
Banks was dead. These rumors came from 
several sources, and it was said that Banks 
had been carried to Covington, Ga., for 
burial. The officers investigated this, ‘but 
could trace it to no authentic source. Cor- 
oner Paden had heard nothing of it and it 
was put down as a ruse of Banks’s to throw 
the officers off his track. 

Yesterday morning a letter was received 
at police headquarters giving the details 
of Banks’s death and burial, and asking 
that Howard be re-arrested and held for 
murder. The letter was signed by a negro 
the police failed to find. The letter stated 
that Banks died Monday morning from a 
wound in the head, and the names of ne- 
groes who had seen him after death were 

iven. 
e'The letter was turned over to the city de- 
tectives and a search made for the acts, 
Sergeant Jennings traced Banks's move- 
ments up to Sunday afternoon. He was 
told by Banks's uncle, who lives on Mitch- 
ell street, near the Atlanta university, that 
Banks came to his home early unday 
morning, bleeding from a pistol shot wound 
in the head. A No. thirty-eight ball had 
entered his head just above the right tem- 
ple. Banks’s uncle thought him to be fa- 
tally wounded. He was removed Sunday to 
avoid discovery, and the uncle did not 
know what became of him after that. 

Several negroes stated to the officers that 
Banks was undoubtedly dead. One negro 
said he had seen him after death, but the 
officers doubted the statement. 

The officers received information yester- 
day afternoon that Banks was in Mobile, 
Ala., but considering the serious nature of 
his wound they are hardly repared to be- 
lieve this: They cannot believe him dead, 
although he is known to have a bullet in 
his head. They believe he is in hiding some- 
where in the city. They argue that the 
fact would have come to the nowledge of 
tue officials in some way. The officers are 
still investigating and looking for Banks, 
wno they expect to find dead or alive. 


HE TOOK TOO MUCH. 


Supernumerary Crawford Suspended 
for Drinking. 


Chief Connolly yesterday morning issued 
an order suspending Supernumerary c B. 
Crawford from the police force until he 
ean be brought before the board. 

The charge against Supernumerary Craw- 
ford is that of drunkenness. Tuesday night 
a patrolman reported that he had been 
visited on his beat by Crawford, and that 
the latter was not sober. Captain Thomp- 
son had the officer to request Crawford to 
come to police headquarters so he could 
ascertain for himself whether the officer 
was drinking. 

Crawford complied, going to headquarters 
on a street car. He was clearly under the 
influence of whisky, though by no means 
boisterous or disorderly. Captain Thompon 
earried him into his of@e to ascertain his 
eosndition. As'a result of this interview, 
he reported to Chief Connolly that Craw- 
ford was drunk. Acting on this, Chief 
Connolly yesterday issued an order of sus- 
pension. 

Mr. Crawford was not in uniform at the 
tine. He has only been connected with 
the force about a month, and was only a 
supernumerary. He has not been on duty 
in several days. He came to the force 
with excellent recommendations, and is a 
man of unusual intelligence. He expressed 
himself as ‘being exceedingly sorry for 
what had occurred.

Mrs. Annie Johnson Won Her Suit 
Yesterday for the Second Time.

The verdict was 
set aside and the second trial was concluded 
in the verdict of $3,100 yesterday morning.

And His Preliminary Hearing Was De- 
ferred Until Monday Afternoon. 


The preliminary hearing of E. W. Jack- 
son, the young man of typewriter fame, 
which was set for yesterday morning before 
Commissioner Broyles, has been deferred 
until next Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Jackson was arrested a day or two ago “@n 
the charge of using the United States mais 
for fraudulent purposes. The manner in 
which he was alleged to have carried on his 
business was that he skipped about from 
one part of the country to another, dispos- 
ing of typewriters which had come into his 
possession on a misrepresentation. 

The cause of the postponement originated 
with the defendant. He stated that he was 
not familiar with the charges which were 
brought against him and would like to have 
time for the preparation of his case before 
he was tried before the commissioner. 

The government was ready for the hear- 
ing to proceed. A number of witnesses had 
been summoned from the upper part of the 
district and were present for the purpose 
of giving their testimony. The purpose of 
two of the witnesses was to identify Jack- 
son aS a man who had carried on a busi- 
ness {in Dalton by the name of Palmer. 

In appearance Jackson is rather a neat 
looking specimen. He has a face that 
would not be criticised by any one inciined 
to put faith in his words. His eyes and 
mustache are both dark, while his temper- 
ament is nervous, rather than cool and self- 
possessed.
